Wae
have seen o world passion spend Its
fury, but we contemplnte n republle
unsphaken and hold our elvliizntion se-
?urv. Liberty--lberty wifhin (he lnw
—and civillzatlon are Inseparated, nod,
though both were threntened, we tind
them now secure; and there comes to
Amerlenns  the  profoumd assurance
that our representatlvo governmoent 18
the highest  expression  and  surest
gunranty of hoth,

Standing o thils presence, mindful
of the solemully of this ocenston, feel-
fng the emotlons which no one may
know untll he senses the groat welght
of responsibliity for himselt, T mnst
utter my bellef in the dvine Inaplra-
tion of the founding fathers. Surely
there must have boen God's Intent (o
the muking of this  new  world  re-
publle.  Ours Is an organle inw which
hud but one amblgulty, and we saw
that eMuced In a baptism of sacritlee
and blood, with unlon mnlttalned, the
nntlon supreme amd s in-
Apiring. We have seen the world rivet
Ity hopeful gaze on the grent truths
on whieh the founders wronght. We
have seen elvll, huninn and rellglons
Hberty verttiod nmd wloeined In the
boginnlng, the old world seofed at onr
experiment ; today our foundntdons of
politieal nnd soeclal belled stand un-
ghaken, o preclous Inherlitance to oug-
selves, an Insplreing exnmple of  frooe-
dom and civillention to all mankind,
Let us express ronewed amd strongth-
aned cratetul  reverenee
o the immortal besinninge and utter

The unselfishness of
theso Unlted States Is a thing proven,
our devotion to pence for ourselves and
for tho world I3 well established, our
concern for preserved clviiization han
had Its Impassioned and herole expres-
slon. There was no American fallure
to resist the attempted reverslon of elv-
Ilzatlon, there will bo no fallure today
or tomorrow,

Reate on Popular Wil

Tho success of our popular govern-
ment rests: wholly upon the correct In-
tawrpretation of the dellbérate, Intelll-
gent, dependable popular will of Amer-
lea, In o dellbernte questioning of n
suggested change of natlonal polley
where Internatlonanlity was to super-
cede nntfonnlity wo turned to a refer-
endum to the Amerlenan people. Thern
wus ample discusstion, and there la u
public  mandate in manifest under-
standlng.

Amerlen 19 ready to encourage, eager
to Inftlate, anxlous to participate lu
any seemly program lHkely to lessen
the probability of war and promote
that brotherhood of mankind which
must ho God's highest conceptlon of
humnn relntlonship. Beeause we
cherish ldenls of Justice and pence, he-
enuse wo appralse Internatlonal comd-
ty and helpful relatfonshlp no  less
highly than any people of the world,
we nspire to n high ploce In moral
lendership of elvilizatlon, and wo hold
malntained Amerlen, the proven repub-
e, the unshal.on temple of representn-
tivo democeacy, to be not only an ln-
aplration and example, but the highest
ugeney of strengthoning pood wlll and
promoting accord on both contlnents,

Mankingd needs n world wlde bene-
dletion of understanding, 1t 18 needed
among  Individunis, among  peonles,
nmonyg governments, and it will Inaugu-
ruto an ern of good feellng to mark a
birth of a new order.  Such under-
standlng men will strive confidently for

Then we should have little or ne dis-
organization of our economlie, Indus-
trial and commercial systems at home;

goldlers, no excuse for pedition, mo
pitiable slackerlsm, no outrage of
treasen, envy and jealousy would have
no roll for thelr monacing develop-
ment, and revolution would be with-
out the passlon which engonders It; a
rogrot for the mistakes of yosterday
must not, however, blind us to :the
tasks of todny. War never left such
an aftermath, and there has been stag-
gorlng loss of life and measureless
wastage of maoterials. Natlons are
etlil groplng for return to stable ways.
Digcouraging Indebtedness confronts
us like all the war-torn natlons, and
theao obligations must bo provided for.
No clvlllzation ¢an survive repudia-
tlon,
